DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is a response to Applicant's communication of October 7, 2009 
and the declaration of Miyuki Tanaka submitted October 7, 2009. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Che Chereskin on October 27, 2009. The application has been amended as 
follows: 

In claim 18, change "0.001 to 10%" to "0.01 to 10%." 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:. 

In view of the declaration of Miyuki Tanaka submitted October 27, 2009, the 
rejection of claim 1 8 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by Ajabnoor as evidenced 
by Tanaka is withdrawn. In view of the declaration of Miyuki Tanaka submitted October 
27, 2009, it is clear that the declarations of May 15, 2008 and April 30, 2009 are 
different because each was concerned with extracts from different parts of Aloe 
barbadensis leaf. Ajabnoor's extract was taken from the "drained liquid from the cut 
leaves" or bitter principle of Aloe, and the April 30, 2009 declaration shows that no 9,19- 
cyclolanostan-3-ol was detected from this liquid. The previous declaration of May 15, 
2008 was concerned with the amount of 9,19-cyclolanostan-3-ol in Aloe vera juice 
obtained from Aloe vera gel, which is different from the bitter principle. Thus, the 
declaration submitted October 27, 2008 is sufficient to establish that Ajabnoor's 
composition did not comprise 0.01 to 10% by dry mass of 9,19-cyclolanostan-3-ol, and 
the rejection is withdrawn. 

Accordingly, Applicant's response as discussed above and the Examiner's 
amendment set forth above are sufficient to remove all rejections made in the prior 
office action and to place the application in condition for allowance.
